ANXIETY AT WASHINGTON. 


E x e c c t iv e M a n s io n , W a s h in g t o n , Au­ 
gust 15:h — 2:15 p. m.—Much anxiety is 
exhibited throughout the city regarding the 
President’s condition, and numbers of inqui­ 
ries have been made at the Mansion through­ 
out the day. 
The feeling throughout the 
country was similarly manifested by the 
large number of pres3 correspondents who 
called at the W hite House to receive the 
12:30 p. M. bulletin for papers which they 
represent. 
Aside from this many requests 
for the latest news lave been received from 
the several executive departments. 
The tem­ 
perature and respiration, as stated in the 
last bulletin, are generally conceded as favor­ 
able indications, but the pulse, which is given 
as 118, canses considerable uneasiness in the 
public mind. 
Since the issuance of the 12:30 
bulletin it has been impossible to confer di­ 
rectly with any one of the attending surgeons. 
Attorney-General MacVeagh called a short 
time ago, and as he was leaving the White 
House said, in reply to interrogatories, that 
Agnew 
attributed 
the 
unusually 
high 
pulse to the weakened condition of the 
patient’s stomach by the nausea with which 
he has been troubled. The Atterney-General 
said further that the surgeons informed him 
that there were no indications of pus fever, 
and they hoped they had overcome 
the 
trouble from nausea. 
If no further trouble 
from nausea is experienced it is thought that 
the patient will soon rally from the bad effects 
of the attack he has already had. 
The sur­ 
geons took the patient’s pulse about 1:45 
p. M., when it was 112—a drop of six beats in 
less than two hours. 
A t this hour Private 
Secretary Brown, who ha3 just come from 
the surgeons’ room, says the pulse is still de­ 
creasing. 
NO PERCEPTIBLE CHANCE. 


E x e c u t iv e M a n s io n , W a s h in g t o n , Au­ 
gust 15th—4:15 P. II.—The President’s condi­ 
tion remains about the same as when reported 
at 2:15 P. sr., excepting perhaps a slight rise 
in temperature caused by the usual afternoon 
fever.

been nauseated once since the last bulletin 
was sent out. 
The surgeons refer to the last 
official bulletin as about covering the case up 
to this hour, with the exception ot the return 
of the nausea, and show no disposition to talk 
further on the subject.

E x e c u t iv e M a n s io n , W a s h in g t o n , Au­ 
gust 15th—8:30 p. M.—A t this hour the in­ 
formation obtained from the attending Bur­ 
geons is to the effect that while the indica­ 
tions are that the President's wound is doiDg 
very well, and is apparently not the cause of 
the present trouble, the fact cannot be con­ 
cealed that the patient is extremely weak, 
and that his disability is such as to cause anx­ 
iety. 
It has been determined cot to distnrb 
his stomach by permitting him to eat for the 
present, and nourishment is being adminis­ 
tered by injections. 
The surgeons explain

A. Walker, Associate Justice HarlaD, Gen­ 
eral Sherman, General Drum, and many 
more of prominence. 
Secretary Lincoln 
is in New York and Secretary Blaine in New 
Hampshire. 
Both these gentlemen have 
been communicated with by telegraph con­ 
cerning the serious condition of the President. 
Private Secretary Brown said to-night that 
he expected Secretary Lincoln to return to 
Washington to-morrow. 
One of the attend­ 
ants npon the President said at 10:30 that he 
did not consider the President’s condition 
necessarily alarming, although it certainly 
warranted anxiety ; that he had not vomited 
during the past six hours, and that his sleep 
had been perfectly natnral. 
In the opinion

AN EXCITED DAY IN WASHINGTON. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 15tb.—There has 
been the greatest excitement here to-day 
about the President since tho day he was 
shot. Business was almost entirely suspended, 
and people were running everywhere hunting 
for the latest news. 
The W hite House was 
filled up, and throngs preesed about the 
gate?. 
The excitement started with the 
morniog bulletin, which was considered very 
unfavorable. 
The midday bulletin, instead 
of reafsuring tho people, 
increased 
the 
uneasiness, and the night 
bulletin made 
matters 6til! 
worse. 
Everybody wanted 
to find out what the 
surgeons 
thought 
of the case, and what hopes they had ; but 
this was rather difficult, as the surgeons kept 
themselves out of sight. 
This added to the 
alarm, aud at night the whole population was 
on the streets, going to their homes and to 
the W hite House. 
The surgeons remained 
close by the President, and the grounds at the 
White House were thronged. 
But little 
could be learned that could be called defin­ 
ite. 
These who had access to the rooms 
near the Presi lent and the doctors wculd say- 
little. 
Colonel Corbin said the situation was 
critical. 
Attorney-General MacVeagh told 
Senator Pugh, of Alabama, that it was use­ 
less to deny that the case was fs critical as 
could be. 
Ex-Sheriff Doggett, of Brooklyn, 
who has access to the personal attendants of 
the President, said it was as bad as could be. 
All this served to increase the feeling of 
alarm, but gave no satisfaction as to the 
state of the case. 
It was plain all day that 
all the surgeons were alarmed. 
There was 
no concealing that fact. 
Various rumors 
were afloat and could be heard at every turn. 


DR. BI.ISS INTERVIEWED. 
About 9 o’clock a press agent got to see Dr. 
Bliss. 
H e was in a bnrry to get hack to the 
1’resident, but would take time to say that 
this was the most critical turn of the Presi­ 
dent’s malady. 
“ It was a complication that 
was not looked for last night,” said Bliss. 
" The President's stomach went back cn him 
entirely, and refused to perform any of its 
fnnctions. 
The surgeons at once became 
alarmed, as they saw that it was a critical 
change. 
The wound was doing all light. 
There was no trouble from that, and there is 
none yet. 
It Í3 discharging freely the pas 
that is secreted.” 
“ What trouble is there « ith the stomach ?” 
“ The President has been suffering with 
dyspepsia for several years. 
Wo know that, 
and therefore handled the stomach gently. 
W e administered such nourishment as could 


be assimilated. 
A t first we gave him liquid 
nourishment.” 


t h e p r e s id e n t ’s sto m a c h— m o re fro m d r . 
BUSS. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 15th.—Dr. Bliss was 
accosted while returning to tho W hite HouBe 
after dinner. 
H e said the President was in a 
very critical condition. 
H is case, however, 
was not regarded as hopeless. 
The vomiting 
was 
very 
debilitating 
in 
its 
effects, 
and the question was whether the Presi­ 
dent could be sustained by enemas, or 
injecting nourishment through the bowels, 
until the stomach could recover its power of 
retention. 
There 
was not, he said, the 
slightest sympathy between the wound and 
the gastric trouble, 10 far as the causes were 
concerned which produced the latter. 
The 
wound was in an excellent condition, as was 
ascertained by the examination made to-day. 
They could look through the incision re­ 
cently made by Dr. Agnew, and a healthy 
granulation 
was 
plainly 
visible. 
The 
temperature 
was 
little 
above 
normal, 
and 
no 
discomfort 
had 
been 
expe­ 
rienced through 
the day 
by the Presi­ 
dent from fever. 
This was an encouraging 
feature in the case, but Dr. Bliss admitted 
that unless there was a decided improvement 
to-morrow the President would be past all 
hope of recovery at the close of another 
twenty-four hours. 
The great trouble now 
is that the stomach refuses to assist us by 
performing its legitimate functions. 
A ll the 
efforts made during the day to have the 
President retain nourishment failed. 
His 
stomach was so sensitive that even water 
would not remain. 
After an injection was 
resorted to he 
rallied slightly, and 
his 
condition was further improved by about two 
hours’ sleep. 
In the evening he was again 
given nourishment, and again his stomach 
refused to retain if. 
About 8 o’clock half a 
wine glass of hot water was administered, 
and this was retained. 
Soon after taking the 
hot water the President fell asleep. 
Through 
the day the President retained his mental 
faculties, 
and 
occasionally 
conversed 
about 
his 
case 
with 
the 
surgeons. 
Dr. 
Bliss 
continued : 
“ The 
1’resident 
must have nourishment. 
For a time after he 
was shot it was not so essential. 
He had fat 
enough then to sustain him. 
Now that he is 
exhausted he must be kept up with nourish­ 
ment. 
The waste goes cn all the time. 
The 
question is. Can we keep up the supply ? ’ 
“ Can yon do it, doctor":” asked the re­ 
porter. 
“ W e can for awhile. 
There is no doubt of 
th a t; but whether we can nourish ami sus­ 
tain the 1’resident with enemas until his stom­ 
ach recuperates is the all-imi>ortant ques­ 
tion.” 
“ Doctor, do you consider the case hope­ 
less?” 
“ No ; not by any means. 
The l ’resident 
still has a chance to get well—a very good 
chance. 
His stomach may gain strength 
soon, and then there would be no doubt of it.” 
“ Doctor,” asked the reporter, “ does a pa­ 
tient sometimes grow so weak that the fever 
exhausts itself ?” 
“ N ot until dissolution sets in, and that is 
not the case of the President. If his stomach 
resumes its functions he will mend right 
along. 
There is no other trouble.” 


THE DOCTORS AND THEIR PATIENT. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 16th—A. M.—Bliss 
wrote the following at 10 o’clcck to a re­ 
porter, in answer to a rote: 
“ The Presi­ 
dent is sleeping withont anodynes. 
His 
pulse is less by 10 boat3 since the evening 
bulletin. 
H is temperature is not above 99, 
respiration 20. 
Altogether he is in a more 
promising condition than at 6:30. líe has not 
vomited since 4:30. 
His stomach retained 
three teaspoonfuls cf milk early in the even­ 
ing.” After taking that he went to sleep, 
and was sleeping when Dr. Bliss’ note was 
written. 
He slept until 11:15, when he w >ke 
up and was sponged off, and went to sleep, 
and this encouraged the doctors. 
Dr. Bliss 
thought it probably indicated a relief of the 
stomach that might prove of incalculable 
benefit. 
The W hite House was closed at 
midnight, and though ths doctors remained 
near the President, they felt njuch more 
hopeful. 
DECIDEDLY WORSE. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 15.b.—The surgeons 
still keep close to the President, and avoid 
giving any opinions outside ; but there is r.o 
concealing the fact that the President is de­ 
cidedly worse, and that he is in much danger. 
The general feeling here is one of great de­ 
spondency. 
Crowds are pressing the W hite 
House for the latest news, and doctors not 
connected with the case have but littlo hope. 
Doctor Garnett and other eminent surgeons 
look for the worst results. 
Hopes are still 
felt that, tfcu President may get better to­ 
night. 
CONDITION POSITIVELY CRITICAL. 


C h ic a g o , August 15th.—The Inter-Ocean's 
Washington special says : Sir.ce 4 o’clock the 
I’residene has grown rapidly worse, and I 
learn from some official source that his con­ 
dition is now critical. 
Nourishment is being 
administered by injection, with the hope 
that the waning strength of the patient may 
be sustained, and the stomach beeome less 
irritated. 
If this expedient is not successful, 
there will be gT eat danger. 
Great excite­ 
ment followed the appearance of the 7 r. M. 
bulletin announcing the riss of pulse to 130 
and the depression of temperature to 99.6. 


THE FEELING AT CHICAGO. 


C h ic a g o , August 15th.—A lot of senseless 
newsmongers and reckless newspapers are 
giving currency to reports that the President 
will not live. 
Even at this lionr newsboys 
are shouting on the streets “ Full Acconnt 
of Garfield Dying,” and Saturday and yes­ 
terday reparts were going about that the 
I’resident was dead. 
These reports are sent 
out to anticipate what is a possible, but ac­ 
cording to every reliable piece of informa­ 
tion, not at all probable event. 
The reports 
are based on the highest temperature and 
pulsation of the President and not on any 
credible report or information. 


VIEWS OF A CHICAGO PHYSICIAN, 


C h ic a g o , August 15th.—Dr. De Wolf, 
Health Commissioner of this city, upon be­ 
ing asked the hight a person’s pulse can go 
before it is considered dangerous, replied : 
“ That depends upon the circumstances of 
the case. 
Upon a recovery from ague the 
pulse might be run up to 140 degrees and not 
be dangerous. 
A rapid pulse is indicativo 
of two things—a condition of exhaustion and 
a condition of irritation from the presence of 
foreign bodies, or possibly from blood poison- 
iug from the absorption of pns, though there 
has been no recent chill in the President’s 
case to indicate that occurrence.” 
" The President’s pulse is reported to he 
113. 
Is that a dangerous point?” 
“ That is high, if long continued. 
A had 
feature in hia case i» progressive exhaustion, 
which is evident from the increased frequency 
of the pnlse. 
A n added danger is ths refusal 
of tho stomach to retain food and digest it. 
It is difficult, without understanding ail 
the features of the case, to give an intel­ 
ligent opinion, 
hut 
I 
think there 
arc 
grounds for grave apprehension. 
A eo.i- 
tinued temperature of 102 to 104 degrees 
would be dangerous. 
The gradual increase 
of and continued high pulse alone is dis­ 
couraging ; hut it is not the pulse alone, 
but occasional evidences of blood poisoning, 
increase cf fever, exhan3t:on and emaciation, 
that make the aspect of the caee disheartening. 
I don’t think there ia any immediate danger.” 
MRS. GARFIELD’S HEALTH. 


N ew Y o l k , August 13th.—A Washington 


special to an evening paper says : 
Universal 
sympathy for Mrs. Garfield in her present 
affliction will be greatly hightened by the 
knowledge of the fact that she again expects 
to become a mother about the etd of Novem­ 
ber next. 
The health of Mrs. Garfield has 
been excellent since her recovery from her 
illness two months ago, of which, by the way, 
the causa was at tbe time misunderstood. 
Mrs. Garfield was married in 1858, and is 
now about 4*5 years old. 


IN THE EVENING. 


N ew 
Y o r k , August 15th.—The Times' 
Washington special says : Before 7 o’clock a 
large crowd had assembled at the entrance of 
the Executive Mansion, recalling the scenes 
witnessed for days immediately following the 
shooting. 
On a large tree near tbe east gate 
a bulletin is always posted as soon as issued 
from the W hite House, a id when the mes­ 
senger put up the 7 o’clock bulletin there was 
a spontaneous movement of tbe assembly 
toward the tree, in order to learn the contents. 
Those who would reach the tgee successively 
read the bulletin aloud to the anxious crowds 
that were constantly coming and going, and 
its discouraging announcements were soon 
spread over the city. 
The few who heard 
the bulletin read turned away with a hope 
for the man who has so heroically borne tbe 
terrible sufferings of the past six weeks, and 
many went away fully convinced that to-mor­ 
row’s sun would rise on the nati-nal emblem 
flying at half-mast throughout the country. 
It seemed that where confidence had hitherto 
been the highest despondency was now the 
lowest. 
None spoke of recovery after search­ 
ing the bulletin in vain for a single ray of 
hope. 
The facts and figures were inter­ 
preted as premonitioos of fiual dissolution, 
and men discussed the probability of the 
time that would elapse before James A . Gar­ 
field would be called from time to eternity. 
Crowds lingered about the W hite House 
until a late hour, anxious to learn further 
intelligence, and every cne who emerged was 
eagerly questioned as to the President’s con­ 
dition, and not until late into the night did 
the assembly disperse. 


t h e p r e s id e n c y . 


N e w Y o r k , August 15th.—The Times joics 
in the discu sion of the Vice-President ques­ 
tion : 
To say it has no real interest at this 
time is peurile, and to maintain that it is a 
matter of minor importance is foolish. 
The 
President is at this moment unable to dis­ 
charge the powers and duties of the Execu­ 
tive Department, aud it is no performance of 
his official functions to set his name—even 
with a firm, clear hand — to a doiunent 
brought to him by the Secretary of State. 
Considering the slow progress the President 
is making, there is no assurance whatever 
that it may Dot become a matter of urgent 
necessity that executive acts of the highest 
importance should lie performed before he is 
in a condition to exercise his indispensable 
functions in connection with them.

Commercial Company’s steamer St. Paul ar­ 
rived this mornicg. 
She brings the following 
intelligence : Captain Hooper, of the revenue 
cutter Corwin, nooived intelligence of .A* 
discovery of the wrecked whalers by Indians « 
on May 20*,h, and at once ssnt out a sledge 
party under Lieutenant Herring to investi­ 
gate. 
It lauded on Kolutchiu Island June 
24, and made its way over the ice westwsrd 
to the mouth of Waukeretn river, ah. ut 100 
miles from Cape Serdz*, where it fell in with 
a pirty of natives, in whose possess! >u were 
found articles taken from the wreck. 
The 
Corwin’s party also saw and talked with na­ 
tives who had boarded the wreck. 
They ex­ 
hibited two piles of articles whiih they sail 
they had taken from her. 
They consisted principally of carpenter's 
tools, etc. 
The following articles were re­ 
covered, and have been brought to San Fran­ 
cisco to be forwarued to the United States 
Treasury Department: 
One whaling iron, 
marked B. K. (|<<»sibly the initials of the 
owners of the Vigilant), with five dot»— 
supposed to meau boat No. 5; one pair of 
silver bowed 
sectaries 
and 
else; 
one 
pair of 
marine glasses, 
and 
one 
knife 
marked 
V . on the handle. 
The natives 
said 
the 
wrecked 
vessel 
carried 
a 
pair of reindeer horn? on the end of her jib- 
boom. 
The Vigilant is known to have car­ 
ried auch an ornament, and is said to be the 
only one in the whaling fleet having such, 
which leads to the coLClusion that the wreck 
was that vessel. Her cahin was full t f water, 
maata gone, and four dead bodies were found 
in her—one of them iu a berth, the others 
on 
the floor. . The 
natives 
said 
the 
dead men looked as if they had been dead 
many moons; that the skin on their faces 
was withered and drawn tight. 
From this 
description it was surmised that the vessel 
was wrecked as far back a? tho winter of 
1879 SO, the first winter out. 
The wreck 
sub.-equently drifted out to tea, and was 
lost sight of. 
The sledge 
party, being 
unable to go 
further westward on 
ac­ 
count of the melting of the snow, pro­ 
ceeded to Cape Serdze, and were picked up 
by the Corwin June 29tb. 
They traveled in 
ail 130or 140 miles. 
The cutter lud her rud­ 
der carried away by ice on Jane 1st. but re­ 
paired it in St. Lawrence Bsy, with materials 
obtained from the wreck of an old whisky 
smuggler ashore there. 
Later she made a second landing on this 
island, and sent parties ashore to visit the 
■cene of the destructive famine of 1878 9 in the 
Indian villages. Few changes were discovered. 
Dead b dies were still lying about in num­ 
bers. 
The surviving natives appeared to be 
in no want. 
They were abundantly supplied 
with arms and ammunition, and also with 
goods plundered from the wreck of the 
echooner Sólita. 
The latest intelligence of the cuttei’s move­ 
ments is up to July 9.h, when she sailed 
from 
Norton 
Sound for Golovin 
Bay. 
Thence she 
was to proceed 
northward 
to 
Katcebue 
Soutd 
and 
Point 
Bar­ 
row, 
to 
look 
after 
revenue 
matters. 
Then westward to Wrangel Land before tbe 
ice closed in, to search for the Jeannette. 
The mildness of the previous winter and the 
lightness of ice encountered by the Corwin 
give Captain Hooper strong hopes of being 
able to reach and explore that land. 
The 
whalers who were interviewed considered the 
prospect favorable. 
F.are are entertained that some whaler has 
been lost, as early in July a large quantity 
of whale oil was reported seen by native 
otter hunters on the se i about Sanak Island. 
Fcur casks of whale oil drifted ashore there 
about the same time. 
These signs give rise 
to an apprehension that Fonie returning 
whaler was wrecked in a fog on the out­ 
lying reefs or rocks about that i-laml. 
The 
fact that the packages of oil were found un­ 
broken is thought to indicate that possibly 
one entire side of the unfortunate vessel was 
broken in, letting the cargo out. 
No further 
details of the supposed wreck had reached 
Ounalaska up to August 4th, when the St. 
Paul left. 
A t Seal Islands the sealing season closed 
successfully ou July 30th.

“ Free trade 
“ means not connected with any other es- 
“ tablishment and charging no discount.” 
One boy described Henry II. as doing 
penance for his ;hare in Bechet's death by 
walking barefoot, and receiving “ vvacks

amination which el cited

The San Francisco Examiner gives a his­ 
tory of the new City Hall of San Fran­ 
cisco, and it is an instructive story. 
The 
building, which was to have cost $1,000,000 
when it was commenced, has already had 
expended upon it $.1.020,2111,' and is not 
nearly finished. 
It is estimated that it will 
still require upwards of $1,500,000 to com­ 
plete it, but the community li3S become so 
thoroughly disgusted with the whole busi­ 
ness that it is difficult to obtain popular as­ 
sent to further taxation for this pur­ 
pose, 
Of course the secret of the grass 
mismanagement, jobbery ar.d corruption 
which have acomnpaukd every step of the 
work, is, politics, 
ft is thus that public 
buiidiugs are constructed under the exist­ 
ing forms of municipal government. 
It 
is because of the opportunities for plunder 
in such operations th at so lively an inter­ 
est iu local politic-, is exhibited. 
It is con­ 
siderations of this kind which give zeal 
and activity to the conventions that swarm 
in San Francisco at the present time. 
W hen, or if ever, the new City H all will 
loe finished, or what it will cost when it is 
finished, no man can tell, but so long as 
politics are w hat they me it is a perfestly 
safe prediction that there «¡11 be no bet­ 
tor or purer or more economical manage­ 
m ent about its end than there has been 
hitherto.

And so it seems that the German Liberal 
press recognize the sad fact that Prince 
Bismarck has after all his boasting gone to 
Cauossa. 
He has surrendered to tho 
Roman Curta, and no m atter for what 
reasons, has abandoned his war against the 
Vatican. 
The pity of it is that he did not 
look far enough ahead when he. commsaccd 
th a t war to see th at he could not afford to 
continue it to the legitimate end. 
Tho 
presumption is that he has been compelled 
to muke bis choice between submission to 
Rome and submissi; n to tho Socialista, and 
th a t he has preferred an alliance with tho 
.former. 
H e probably saw that hi3 enmity 
•with Rome gave the Socialists a great ad­ 
vantage over him. 
They would not join 
him, while they were willing to tako all he 
could give them, and they vr.re at the 
same time freed from the active hostility 
of the Church. 
Bismarck has made hia 
election, but time alone can show whether 
it is a wise one. 


The Mescalero Apaches are on the war­ 
path, murdering and raiding. 
They are 
said to have formed a junction with the 
rem nant of Victorio’s band, and though 
General Hatch ha3 gone to the front it 
docs not appear th at the settlers are auy 
safer than 
before. 
This latest Indian 
trouble seems to be running iu the same 
old grooves. 
There is a reservation for 
the Mescaleros, and they occupy it as long 
as they please. 
But w h 'u the fancy takes 
them, or they arc offended with their 
Agent, they go on the war-path, and then 
it is discovered that they can only be. 
hunted down and punished in a long cam­ 
paign, during w hich they are sure to find 
frequent opportunities for mischief. 
Prac­ 
tically the result of our Indian manage­ 
ment on the frontier is that the reserva­ 
tions serve as nurseries and hospitals for 
the savages. 
They have in them the 
means of resting and refreshing them ­ 
selves, and fattening their ponies, after 
their raids, and the Agents, partly to jus­ 
tify themselves, and partly because they 
think it their duty to take part with their 
wards, appear to do all they can to screen 
those who have been on the war path, and 
to save them from the penalties of their 
crimes. 
The Agents seldom reap much 
advantage from their philauthrophic la­ 
bors, however, for the Indians are prone 
t ; knock them on the head if they become 
too meddlesome, and while continually ex­ 
posed to this d a rg ;r they are distrusted 
and disliked by the settlers in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
It will become necessary at some time to 
change these arrangements radically. 
In­ 
dian reservations will have to be so man­ 
aged th at the Indiana will be unable to 
leave them at will, or it will be necessary 
to retain them effectually by taking away 
their arms and horses. 
H itherto it must 
be adm itted that the authorities have been 
em barrass.d by the recklessness of outside 
traders, who have found it profitable to 
sell arms and ammunition to Indians, and 
who have shown a complete indifference to 
the consequences of this trade. 
So long 
as tho authority of the Agent is merely 
nominal, and he cannot enforce his orders 
in auy way, it m ust be hopeless to expect 
that the Indians will obey him. 
Their 
predatory instincts ate necessarily stronger 
than their regard for the Agent, and as 
they recognize no restraining influence 
save th at of force they will continue to 
pursue their old tricks as Icng as they are 
allowed to do so. 
Of course it is evident 
that as long as the arm y of the United 
States ¡3 left at the present skeleton 
strength it must be impracticable to adopt 
the only effective policy, which would be 
to station on every frontier reservation a 
number of troops fully able to control the 
Indians. 
I t would seem, however, that 
the Government owed so much protection 
to its citizens, and that Congress ought to 
take this question under serious consider­ 
ation. 
As it is, there is virtually no security for 
the settlers who live anywhere near a fron­ 
tier reservation. 
As a rule the Indians be­ 
gin the trouble by raiding and rriuidering. 
Then, after some riays, the troops are sent 
in pursuit of them. 
But they always have 
so good a Btart th at they are able to con­ 
tinue their murderous w"ork as they pro­ 
ceed, and all the troops can do even in the 
most favorable circumstances, is to avenge 
the slaughtered settlers tardily. 
It must 
be confessed th at this is a very unsatisfac­ 
tory state of affairs, and it is not a little 
remarkable that it should have been tol­ 
erated so long. 
It is trae th at the settlers 
are few in numbers, and possess compara­ 
tively little political influence ; but this is 
a question w hich the whole people ought 
to take up. 
In discussing the ways and 
manners of such tribes as the Apaches it is 
hardly worth while to consider the possi­ 
bility of civilizing them. 
If experience is 
worth anj thing they cannot be civilized, 
a t least in this generation, and however 
hard it may seem we are disposed to think 
that the best policy w ith regard to them 
would be one of merciless severity. 
Such 
tribes, in fact, would probably be best con­ 
trolled by military officers altogether. 
It 
does not follow that the same policy should 
be applied to all Indians. 
These tribes are 
peculiarly savage and untamable, and they 
have in the past done immense mischief. 
Butting them hack upon reservations when 
they have been caught does no good. They 
simply remain there long enough to re­ 
cover, and then go on the w arpath again. 
Tbe present trouble w ith the Mescaleros 
will probably require a long time to adjust. 
Many of them will be killed before they 
can be driven in, but the survivors will 
learn nothing from this experience. 
They 
will only hate the whites the more, and 
will “ nnrse their wrath to keep it warm ” 
until the opportunity conies for paying off 
old scores. 
If the Government is too poor 
to afford protection to settlers on the 
frontier it ought to prohibit settlem ent iu 
the dangerous regions. 
If it cannot keep 
the Apaches from raiding, it ought at least 
to caution intending settlers against the 
dangers iu store for them. 
At present it 
lets men and women and children tako up 
land within the exposed territory, and 
while it follows an Indian policy which 
: ¡ves it no control over the savsgea, it re ­ 
fuses to maintain a sufficient military force 
to keep them in cheek. A more blundering 
and chaotic pjlicy than this, taking it alto­ 
gether, it would be difficult to conceive. 
The sctflers are really far worse off than 
the Indians, for they have no reservations 
to which they can retreat in the event of 
danger. 
They m ust stand and take their 
chances, and tho only consolation they 
have lies in tbe reflection that after they 
have been killed and scalped, their wives 
carried off and their children slaughtered, 
their homes burned, their goods stolen and 
their crop! destroyed, the troops will possi­ 
bly come up with their murderers and kill 
a few of them. 
Certainly there is a broad 
opportunity for statecraft in this situation.

W ashington, August 15th.—The Indian 
Bureau to-day reec-ited another report from 
Agent Cook, at Rosebud Agency, about the 
killing of Spotted Tail. 
He had arrested 
Crow Dog, the murderer, ar.d Black Crow, 
an ace tap ice, and sent them to Fort Nio­ 
brara for confinement until the arrival of a 
Uuited States Marshal to take cate of them. 
They were held for murder by the laws of 
rhat Territory. Black Crow aspired to be 
chief in place of Spotted Tail, and organized 
a gang of malcontents. 
Crow Dog was his 
chi f assistant. The murder of Spotted Tail 
was the result cf a regular conspiracy to get 
him ont of tbe way and put Black Crow in 
Iris p’ace. 
Black Crow n.ade no concealment 
of this, but boasted of it. Cook app inted 
White Hunter as temporary chief, to suc­ 
ceed Spotted Tail, and recommends that 
Spotted Tail’s son he appointed by the Indian 
Department to succeed his father. 
The 
prompt arrest of the murderers broke up the 
conspiracy, and all is quiet at the Agency. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
W ashington, August 15th.—The follow­ 
ing report, containing additional details of tbe 
killing of ¡Spotted Tail, together with import­ 
ant sugge-tions and proposed changes iu Che 
local Indian government, was received a t tbe 
Interior Department to-day from Rosebud 
Agency: 
Sir: 1 stated in m.v letter of yesterday that the 
murder of Sp itted Tail by Crow Dog anil an ac­ 
complice named Black Crow— both head men of 
the Brule Sioux -was the result i f a long-standing 
feud.

at the time. I trust my action in the matter will 
receive your approval. 
I have to add that the 
prompt action in arresting the murderers of Spotted 
l'aii lias had a most soothing effect upon the people 
at large. All the excitement isaliaytd, and at pres­ 
ent one wotdd not imagine that we had just passed 
through a cries, during which some rash Indian or 
wiiite might easily have turned the peaceful ending 
into a terrible tragedy. As it is, we have every 
re son to be thankful 
On Mon ay orders will be 
given t ) 200 freighters to proceed with the landing 
of supi Ii s, as I deem it t he better plan to keep the 
young men busily engage I, tints preventing them 
from taking advantage of the present si nation and 
stirring up trouble.

Con 
eruiug the cause of this outbreak, General 
Llewellyn writes, under date cf July 28tli : 
Some few months ago a Lieutenant of the 
United States army, then stationed here, 
gave a written permit to three Indians at this 
Agency to go to old Mtxico and bring back 
a party of their friends, whom they claimed 
had left at the time of the Victorio troubles. 
This party, due here three weeks ago, was 
chased and driven into the mountains, Í10 
miles from the Agency, to the south. 
Since 
that time they have made war. 
Parker, a 
scout, says they 
mada 
three ineffectual 
effort» to get into the Agency, being pre­ 
vented each time by scouts and soldiers. 
Finding they could not return to the Agency, 
as they had been ltd to believe that they 
could, they cor eluded to go on the war path. 
I learn on good authority that there are about 
70 Indianp in this party. The Indians here 
feel badly that their 1 rienda could not be 
permitted to return, but all unite in telling 
me that they will remain quiet and show the 
Great Father that their hearts are good.

THE 
HEW 
CAVE 
AND 
THE 
BONES. 


Concerning the new cave in Calaveras 
county, where the bones of hundreds of 
skeletons are being exhumed from the 
soggy floor, but in which no other relics 
are found, an old Indian woman tells this 
story. 
The Indian woman has the reputa­ 
tion of beiDg more than a hundred years 
old, but is perfectly sound in mind : “ For 
hundreds of years the cave has been used 
as a prison by the ludians. 
Long before 
the white man came to this country, I was 
given to the Fathers at the Mission San 
Jose. 
I was educated at the Mission 
school. 
The priests had a number of 
Indian children, but I was the favorite with 
Father Pedro. 
After I had been at the 
Mission about a year my father and mother 
came to see me. 
They told me that my 
oldest sister had been put in the cave for 
leaving her husband. 
I had been taught 
right from wrong, and told Father Pedro 
all about the cave ; how that when a 
woman survived she and her children were 
placed iu the cave to starve to death with 
the prisoners. 
The fathers sent up to see 
about it, and found several women and 
children iu the cave, and among them my 
sister. 
Some had just died, others were 
dying, and some were eating the raw flesh 
off the dead bodies. 
I went with the 
priests to show them where the cave was, 
for none of the Indians would tell. 
I was 
very young at the time, but I never got 
over it. 
When the fathers moved the 
rocks away from the door, it was terrible. 
After a long time tlie poor creatures were 
brought out, but the most of them died 
and the others became raving maniacs. 
The fathers buried the dead and sealed the 
cave up. 
After we returned they sent out 
among the Indians warning them against 
u«ing the cave again, and I don’t think 
they ever did.” 


Rabbits, hares and squirrels have been 
very troublesome here this season, especi­ 
ally to those who have undertaken new 
vineyards without the protection of a suit­ 
able fence. 
One of our citizens has found 
scattering in their trails a preparation of

A CHÜP.CH DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


F u r t h e r 
in Regard to tile Scurvy 
Stricken Vessel.

San FuaRCJBOO, August 15th.— A fire 
breaking out iu the rear part of the All 
Saint? Episcopal Church, on tha northeast 
corner of Polk and Eddy streets, at 4:25 this 
morning, consumed that edifice, the parson­ 
age ftd’oining, No. C34 Eddy street, occupied 
by the Rev. Dr. Morrison, and damaged 
other buildings. The f! lin e s were first dis­ 
covered leaping out'of the rear windows of 
the church by citizen?, who searched vainly 
for an officer or the location of a firebox. Fi­ 
nally an alarm was turned in through a tele­ 
phone. Fully half r.u hour elapsed before 
tha department arrived, by which time the 
church, a small one-story frame building, was 
wrapped in flames.

Dr. Morrison lost every­

slightest excuse for scurvy breaking out on a 
ship. 
The mis to be observed was a clean 
ship, plenty of work and sntt-seorbutic food. 
The art of vanning fruit* and vegetables ren­ 
dered it jioesible to keep olf scurvy for an in­ 
definite period. 
Lieutenant Schwatka, in 
his great Arrtic journey, had n> scurvy 
among his men. 
The fact that the same 
water had been retained, should it be a fact, 
oould lie explained from tho custom of keep­ 
ing a tark i jr use in a foreign port, as a sud­ 
den change of water is dangerous. This 
vessel hid come in with a dozen others, ami 
had ini ie long voyages, aod on several of 
them there had beeu some senrvv. The 
Quarantine Officer appeared to take lit'le ac­ 
count of what a ss unan might say In any 
case, bnt was ready Pi admit that this was ia 
many rcspe 'la an aggravated cas?.

At Adamsville, Beaver county, Utah, 
last week, a 10-year-old son of Mr. Rees 
Griffiths was dragged to death by a horse 
which he was taking to the tield. 
An experiment made on lloberts Island 
in raising oats resulted very satisfactorily. 
The yield was over one hundred bushels to 
the aere. 
The seed sown was the variety 
known as the “ Surprise Oat,” and came 
from Oregon. 
The St. 
Helena 
Star 
thus 
writes 
proverbs : The glory of a woman is her 
hair ; the glory of Napa is her wine, and 
of that wine its purity. 
That gone, the 
scepter has departed from Judah and the 
lawgiver from between his feet. 
There is quite a feeling springing up in 
Petaluma and vicinity in favor of con­ 
structing a first-class mile-track near that 
city. 
The old “ Pay ran place,” in h ist 
Petaluma, is generally regarded as present­ 
ing the beet facilities of any location yet 
mentioned. 
There seems to be no abating of small­ 
pox in the vincinity of Jackson Gate, 
Amador county. 
The dreadful disease is 
spreading from house to house, and unless 
strict quarantine measures are adopted 
other communities than the Gate are likely 
to be afflicted with the scourge. 
Since the rainy season set in the Warm 
Springs V’alley, on the line of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, a short distance below 
Benson, presents the appearance of an in­ 
land lake. 
The entire valley, some twenty 
miles east and west and ten or twelve 
miles north and south, is one sheet of 
water. 
. 
At Eureka Friday Al. Skinner, a Mexi­ 
can, beat his wife fearfully and nearly to 
death. 
She is a delicate woman, weighing 
less than a hundred pounds. 
Skinner 
bullies the town, and all stand in fear of 
him. 
The Magistrate's Court 
allowed 
Skinner to go on payment of $30. 
The 
community feels outraged by such brutality. 
\Yc took a ride about 10 miles into the 
country south and east of this as far as the 
reservation line and carefully noticed the 
grain fields. 
We could observe no serious 
injury done by grasshoppers. 
Some of the 
grain wa3 cut, and other fields look well 
and seem to be well filled.—[Lewiston 
Teller. 
Mr. Miller, who owns the grist mill at 
Eugene City, Oregon, has gone to the bnrr 
millstone mountain, beyond Bald Peter, 
to obtain and bring out some of the stone, 
so that he may give it a fair and impartial 
test. 
He has seen specimens of the stone 
at Waterloo, and believes it the real burr. 
If this should prove correct it will bring 
many thousands of dollars into Linn coun­ 
ty iu the near future. 
S. J. Gee, of Eagleville, Modoc county, 
has an apple tree that is quite a curiosity, 
anil if it was not for tho severe climate of 
this country would in all probability be a 
valuable tree. 
This tree bloomed in the 
spring, and the apples from those blossoms 
are large and nearly ripe. 
The tree has 
since blossomed each 
month, and the 
apples are ef different sizes, ranging from 
the size of a haled nut to as large as a 
man’s fist. 
The tree is seven years old, 
but this is the first season it lias blossomed 
iu this way. 
The Sierra Lumber and Flume Company 
has a railroad 4,000 feet long from the 
shore of Lake Tahoe to the mouth of the 
tunnel through the eastern summit. 
The 
cars .are hauled up by a wire cable, but it 
is found that the clutch is not certain, and 
seven cars have 
run 
away and been 
wrecked. 
To prevent this the company is 
putting cogs aud ratchets in the middle of 
the track the entire distance. 
The cogs 
are four inches apart, and the dog or 
ratchet will trail behind the car, dropping 
against the cogs all the time. 
So if a car 
gets loose it can only drop four inches.— 
[Reno Gazette. 
Stockton H erald: C. H. Huffman, of 
Merced, has reduced wheat-growing and 
harvesting to a science. 
He is now en­ 
gaged harvesting a crop of 5,500 acres, of 
which 1,000 acres were summer-fallow and 
the remainder volunteer. 
The volunteer 
crop, he estimates, will cost him in actual 
outlay of money about 50 cents an acre, 
the thrashed grain delivered in his ware­ 
house. This wheat is yielding about thirty 
bushels to the acre. 
He does his harvest­ 
ing with two combined headers and thrash­ 
ers built by himself. 
The width of cut of 
these machines is 
eighteen feet, and 
together they harvest and thrash ninety 
acres a day. 
It will take Mr. Huff man till 
about the middle of next month to linish 
harvesting. 
Mr. Huffman cultivates his 
land very thoroughly, and to that fact is 
due his uniformly good crops, even in un­ 
favorable seasons. 
The Amidor DUpateh says that./. A. Gar- 
bariui, in the culture of silk a few miles 
above Jackson, has demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that the climate and facilities of that 
connty arc as weli adapted to this branch 
of industry as any other part of the world. 
He says that the samples of silk which he 
has already reeled with one of his own 
home constructed machines are of as high 
quality as any he ever saw in Italy or 
France. 
The soil ami climate are just 
suited to the culture of the best quality of 
mulberry trees, and the worms ate as thrifty 
as though they were a native insect. Thus 
far the matter has been merely experi­ 
mental, but a thorough test of live years 
has convinced Mr. Garbarini that there is 
no place on earth better adapted to this 
in lustry than that part of Amador county, 
and iu consequence thereof he has planted 
a large number of imported mulberry cut­ 
tings. 
Garbarini will have his reels and 
cocoons on exhibition at the State Fair. 
On Friday of last week the heaviest fire 
this county has had, in a grain field, for 
several years broke out on the farm of 
William Ash, near Berlin. 
Some forty 
and odd stacks of wheat were burned be­ 
fore it conld be checked. 
Of course all 
the men for several miles around congre­ 
gated there to fight the tire. 
Some of 
those who were present and saw the 
ground burned put the loss as high as 312,­ 
000, but Mr. Ash places it at about $7,000. 
1 >uring the fire, in plowiug ahead of it, a 
fine mare got tangled in the harness, fell 
and broke her leg so badly as to have to be 
shot. 
Mr. Ash seemed to feel this worse 
than the loss of the wheat. 
The fire 
caught at noon and probably from a cigar­ 
ette. 
An incessant smoker of cigarettes 
was driving along the road, and the fire 
caught just behind him. 
S. B. Grcenlicf 
happened along just as it sprung up, but 
conld not succeed in extinguishing it before 
it got too great a start.—[Colusa Sun, 
August 13th. 


Ovor a week ago, at Nevada City, Tom 
Byrne, a gambler, was shot by a Constable. 
The bullet, a large one, divided, and two- 
thirds of it is in the right lobe of Tom’s 
brain, and the doctors can’t get it out. 
Tho doctors said the man must die, but he 
still lives, and now Dr. Bobo says the 
wounded man may possibly recover.
